We dream of living in countries where everything is allowed 
except exploitation and torture. 

The stories you will read are unfortunately true. We have helped 
many victims. We have heard many stories. The core is always the 
same. A deep desire to escape from misery and from a life without 
tomorrow. A deep desire to find a corner, in another land, with more 
light. And thus you fall into the trap; you get on buses and planes that 
take you directly to hell, the hell of labour or sexual exploitation or 
both. 

There are some stories that are worse than a nightmare. Please forgive 
us for disturbing your sleep, your ignorance or even your indifference. 
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TURTLES 


Tara the turtle, struggles to reach the surface of the beach from the 
cocoon like hole 40 cm under the sand made by her mother who had 
swum the waters of the Mediterranean for twenty years before coming 
and laying her eggs on a Cyprus beach. To ensure her coolness 
her mother had shovelled tonnes of sand over the eggs of her and her 
brothers and sisters. The weight of sand seemed impossible for one so 
tiny but once on the surface, slightly confused by the lights from the 
shore in the darkness of the night, she heads for the moonlight reflecting 
off the open water of the sea and made her escape. She is barely 
conscious of the mostly young folk who are standing by to be certain 
she would make it, clearing rubbish from her path, unaware of the 
cramped quarters that they had volunteered to sleep in with dim lights 
and uncomfortable mattresses and the many kilometers a day that they 
walked - but they love it and feel they are doing something useful in 
the world. Tara’s only desire is to head for the sea...one day in twenty 
years or so she would return voluntarily and lay her eggs and govern¬ 
ment legislation by the Department of Environmental Protection 
would ensure that she was protected and so would be her children.... 

TARTS 

Meanwhile in the nearby town Tamara the Tart, as they called her, a 
‘waitress’ from Moldova struggles under the weight of her third ‘client’ 
of the night, an unbelievably obese and stinking man, not just the 
garlic from whatever he ate and his belches from time to time, but 
from his unwashed bulk as he writhes away in the semi dar kn ess and 
the July heat of the cramped matchbox sized room, illuminated by 
a 25 watt bulb hanging from a short flex from the high ceiling. The 
fan that he knocked over the last time he came clanks in the comer; 
not that much air reaches Tamara buried in the all too thin mattress 
by the pounding body on top of her. He curses in a foreign tongue as 
his overweight stomach does not allow him to function as well as he 
wants; the bmises on her back don’t allow her to ‘lie back and thi nk of 
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home’. The bruises were from her most recent beating for not pleasing 
a prominent client by doing what he wanted. 

How was she to kn ow that he was the mayor of *****k6y. OK so 
he had shaved and put on deodorant, but how was she to know that 
he would want that? It was too disgusting to even contemplate. The 
smelly overweight client number three climaxes and removes his 
carcass from off her diminutive body. Dripping he dresses, and with 
a grunt disappears out of the door. He, like the others, will probably 
return, Tamara by contrast is stuck, trapped, trafficked and possessed. 
As she cleans her aching self she recalls for the thousandth time how 
she got here and wonders how she could have been so stupid... the 
woman who recruited her said she would do especially well at the 
waitressing work as she was pretty -’bar owners like a pretty waitress 
to attract the customers’, “you might do a bit of dancing too.” Tamara 
doesn’t feel pretty any more - she glances in the bit of broken mirror 
and applies some of the limited supply of makeup to the bruise on her 
face. You’d think the doctors would notice them when they are taken 
for the only escape out of this prison cell to be checked for STD’s each 
week You’d think they’d notice the needle marks from the drug that 
she’s now addicted to, that they had forced upon her. Is that man who 
escorts them a policeman? It’s different from home It certainly looks 
like a police uniform... it’s the same as the men who escorted her and 
guarded her at the hospital when she arrived and handed her over to 
her boss. She shudders as she thinks of how he sneers and fingers his 
gun. She thinks of her children, Cristina 7 - or is she 8 by now - she’s 
lost all track of time- Andrei must still be 5 and with a tear in her eye 
she remembers her husband Viku. A good man - but depressed at not 
being able to provide for his wife and family, a shadow of his former 
self because the children always had the best of what food there was... 
Perhaps he has a job now, perhaps he would come to this supposedly 
beautiful island and rescue her... “I’m going to earn money to send so 
you can have nice clothes and food Tamara had told them...” but no 
money had ever been forthcoming - taken in ‘fines’ for not pleasing 
customers and to pay for her now desperately needed drug supply. The 
scraping open of the door indicates the arrival of her next client - she 
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looks at him - he’s only a boy, doesn’t look as though he’s even used a 
razor yet -perhaps he’ll be gentle-perhaps he’s been brought by his 
father to initiate him into the ways of the world. 

As Tamara lies baek and the teen fumbles to discover what he’s sup¬ 
posed to do she wonders what the next 8 or 9 or 10 men will be like 
before the night is over. She wonders too if there are any people on 
this island who realise what is happening on their doorstep; are there 
any who thirst after righteousness? Before her view is blocked she 
glances at the light. The cord is too short to be of any use... there’s not 
even a chair to reach the bulb socket... if there is a hell this must be 
it.. .stuck, trapped, trafficked and possessed, unable even to see any 
way to end it all. “Is there nobody in the community around who cares 
enough?” “Do they not know what the truth is?” The woman who’d 
tricked her and sold her here had said there were even still Turtles 
in North Cyprus you don’t see those in poverty stricken landlocked 
Moldova.... 

TRUTH 

In the TRNC anti-trafficking laws were drafted in 2007, but never 
passed into law. The weekly testing of nightclub and similar employees 
for STD’s suggests at the very least tacit acceptance of the practice 
of trafficking people into prostitution in the TRNC by the authorities. 
Worldwide the problem of human trafficking is almost overwhelming. 
By 2010 it will become the world’s most lucrative organised crime 
overtaking drug trafficking. Roughly 27 million people are held in 
slavery today in 2009. The majority of those trafficked are women and 
children. Every 2 minutes a child is prepared for sexual exploitation. 

The action taken to protect the turtle population is vital for the continua¬ 
tion of the species. 

Will you take action to protect vulnerable human beings too?

I pushed the little one who was sleeping in the next 
seat softly. 

-Wake up, we have arrived. 

She whispered something that I did not quite understand. It sounded 
like “I do not want to go”. I remembered the scene at the airport in 
Casablanca. Aunts, mothers, cousins, wishing us farewell, have a 
good trip, come back soon. And she was crying, inconsolable. Her 
mother, my eldest sister, was scolding her, barely able to hold back her 
own tears 

-You should thank Allah and Dina who found this job for you. In 
three months you will be back with money to finish building our 
house. You will marry Mohamed and all will be well. 

Our two small suitcases finally arrived. We grabbed them and run 
towards the exit. We would meet Dina there, the kind hearted compa¬ 
triot, 

friend of a friend of mine, who found jobs for poor girls like 
ourselves, as waitresses in bars and coffee shops with salaries ten 
times higher than what we could earn in Morocco. She sent us the 
contract, the tickets and the residence permit for three months. If we 
liked it she could arrange for us to stay longer. She says that she has 
connections with the police. May Allah keep her well for thinking of 
her compatriots. I spoke to her once on the phone. She will be waiting 
for us at the airport. She will be holding a paper with our names 
on it. 

I looked around me in agony. There was no young Moroccan woman 
anywhere. Suddenly a fat woman around sixty years old with short 
hair cut like a man’s, approached us and showed us a piece of paper 
which had our names written on it in Arabic. 

-Dina? I asked in agony. 

-Yes Dina, she replied. Passports. 

I gave her our passports and regretted it immediately. 

-Dina? I asked again, ready to burst into tears. 
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-Come, Come. 

She grabbed me by the hand and pulled me towards a oar. The driver 
got out, opened the door of the back seat and pushed us in saying 
“Dina, yes, come”. 

Had Dina sent them to pick us up? Could she not have done it herself? 
The little one next to me was pale and silent. Something was 
not right, but what? Allah, please, help us. 

The trip lasted one hour. Nobody spoke. My worries were getting 
bigger and bigger. “It’s because of the night” I told myself, trying to 
seem calm at least in appearance “in the morning everything will be 
better”. 

We arrived. We got out of the car. A door opened. A fat man of about 
sixty put out his hand for a handshake. The woman with the short 
hair gave him our passports. They exchanged a few words which I of 
course did not understand. 

-Do you speak English? The sixty year old man was speaking to me. 
-Little, I replied. 

-Come, he said. 

We followed him. He opened the door of a room. He made a sign 
for us to enter. We did. The door closed behind us. I tried to open it. 

It was locked. I switched on the light. Another door led to a shower 
room and toilet. I did not manage to open the window either. Were we 
held prisoners? “Don’t be paranoid” I scolded myself. 

The little one was lying on one of the beds in the position of an embryo. 
I sat on the other and decided not to sleep but to wait heroically 
for the sun to rise. I stopped fighting exhaustion and lay down. I 
sunk into a deep sleep full of nightmares. I must have shouted because 
the little one shook me, woke me up and said softly “You are dreaming. 
Don’t be afraid”. 

Some time later the door opened. A woman of about forty, maybe 
even younger, entered and said “Salaam”. It was Dina. The huge 
weight that was oppressing me lifted and the day suddenly seemed to 
be smiling, 

-Come, she said in Arabic, let’s go and have a coffee or tea if you prefer. 
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Although it was the month of January it was a sunny day and it was 
not at all cold. The coffee shop had tables on the pavement. We sat 
down and the young woman who was serving rushed to take our order. 
Dina spoke to her in English in a familiar way. 

-It’s a nice little coffee shop, Dina told us. I come here often. 

She took out her cigarehes and offered us one. 

-We do not smoke, I said 

-How was your trip? Tiring? This is your sister’s daughter that you 
wanted to bring with you? How old is she? 

-She is nineteen, I answered. She did not want to come because she 
is engaged to be married and did not want to leave here fiancee. Her 
mother made her come. She was crying during the whole journey. 

- And you are divorced? Why did you divorce? Women in our country 
do not usually divorce. They do not go against their kismet. 

-1 divorced because he was a pig, I said shyly. 

- A Pig? Dina laughed. When you see the ones here he will seem like 
a saint. 

I did not quite understand what she meant. The tea arrived. Dina was 
talking to the girl. I dared to look closely and examine them both. 

The girl was tall, slim, blonde, poorly dressed with blue expressionless 
eyes.

You owe me for the two plane 
tickets, the money I paid for your entry visas, your work permits, what 
I will pay for the medical tests you will be taking. The money I gave 
to your friend’s friend in Morocco and what I gave the lady who met 
you at the airport. I’ve got it all written down on this piece of paper, 
in Moroccan money and in the currency used in this country. 
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I had a quick look at the paper she handed me and I felt faint. 

-But why did you not say anything about all this before? It is a huge 
amount! How will I ever manage to pay it baek? 

-Did you ask me and I did not tell you? What did you think that I 
would pay for all that out of my own poeket? 

I heavy silence followed. Miriam started to cry again and Dina begun 
to talk. 

-You have to work to pay back your debts and then to build your 
house. The plaee where you will be working opens at eight o’elock in 
the evening and closes at three or four in the morning. You ean sleep 
until noon. In the afternoon you will be working in a bar. You will 
be paid aeeording to how many drinks you will manage to sell to the 
eustomers. 

-And will there be many customers? I dared to ask.

- “engaged to be married and has gone through a lof’.. .said Dina with 
a sarcastie laugh. 

-I felt like hitting her over the head with the chair. I do not know why 
I did not do it. Prison would have been preferable to what we went 
through. I tried to make her feel sorry for us. We were, after all, Moroe- 
ean like herself I don’t even know what I said. I talked, pleaded, 
eried. I only remember that in the end I asked “are you not afraid of 
Allah?” 
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-Allah? No. He is Great I know but here we are in a Christian country 
and we are outside his jurisdiction. Here different demons govern. 

I am only afraid of one.. .She lowered her voice. I am afraid of Costas. 

He can smash bones 
but worse still, he smashes souls... 

She lowered her head. I imagined that she wanted to hide a tear. I 
stopped hating her. 

The rest of the day we spent locked up in our room. I was making 
escape plans. Couldn’t the police help us? Dina had stressed that 
Costas was friendly with many police officers. And in Morocco we 
had learned to be afraid of the police. But is there no honest policeman? 
But even if there is where does one find him and how does one 
recognize him?

Until then we had to 
work. 

Enough for today. Just remembering all this makes me sick. I will 
continue another day. 

Mi mama. 

In this house we stayed for two days. Then they threw us out. “Go 
and get yourselves a job” they ordered us. Work... That is all we 
wanted also. But how can one find work without papers and without 
knowing the language of the country? We sat at the side of the road 
and tried to think. Carla was crying. 
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Suddenly a pick-up truck stopped in front of us. A gentleman came 
out and was asking us something. We did not understand a word of 
what he was saying. He made a sign for us to get into the car. Who 
was he? Where was he taking us? What did it matter? Even if he 
were the devil himself what could happen to us that would be worse 
than what we had already gone through? 

The car stopped at a building site. He waved to us to get out. We under¬ 
stood that we were supposed to help the workers. We carried sand 
bags and bricks. We were so happy! When the workers stopped for 
lunch we sunk to the floor exhausted. They gave us food and water. 

At the end of the day our saviour took us to an apartment of sorts with 
two mattresses. What did it matter? We lay down on them and fell 
asleep immediately. 

I don’t know how many hours later, it was night, the door opened; the 
gentleman and a friend of his came in.

Only the degree of the nightmare 
may have been different. Mrs. K. had also invited some of her friends. 
Good food, a Christmas tree, logs burning in the fireplace and many 
presents. I wish I could have felt happiness, peace and optimism. 
Maybe one day I will manage to feel these things. Today I am angry, 
indignant and desperate. The only thing I want is to forget. This 
is why I will tear everything I wrote in very small pieces and I will 
throw them in the rubbish bin.

We had been working 
for twelve hours that day as a lot of tourists had arrived at the 
hotel. The only thought that kept me going was that I would see my 
little girl. She was two years old and a delight to look at. Her father 
was always thoughtful and his eyes were full of worries and cares. 

He was twenty years old, the same as me. He did not drink rum, he 
worked when he could find work and the money he earned he always 
brought home. Home, as if one could call that home.. .It was a square 
box of three metres by three. The walls were made of plywood, the 
roof was made of pieces of zinc. All the houses were like that in 
the outskirts of town. Because of my regular job we had food to eat 
every day. A luxury that many did not have. My mother did not live 
far. She looked after the child and prepared rice and beans every day. 

I often brought bananas from the hotel and rarely some chicken. I 
should not complain and I was not complaining. But when a letter 
arrived from Spain.. .My mother’s younger sister was lucky enough to 
go to Spain four years ago. In those days Spain still gave entry visas 
to Dominicans. My aunt worked as a cleaning lady in a hotel in Costa 
Brava and earned a lot of money. She said that her salary was barely 
enough to live in Spain, but nobody believed her. 
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Well, that evening when I got home I found my mother in tears. The 
village polieeman was sitting next to her, in front of the door and he 
was saying something to her. She was shaking her head and saying 
“no”, “no”. 

- How come you are here, I say to Jorge. How did you remember 
us? 

He explained that he had found work for the father of my child in 
Mexico and that he had not said anything to us before leaving so that 
we would not stop him from going. He said that, if I wanted, he could 
arrange a visa for me to go to Spain to work as a cleaning lady in a 
luxury hotel. My mother was furious and told him to leave. 

- O.k., he said, but think about it. 

When he was gone my mother said: 

-1 don’t like this character. I don’t know where he sent Jorge. God 
only knows if the child will ever see her father again. And you better 
stay where you are. Whoever wants to change his destiny... 

My mother went to church every Sunday and sometimes she brought 
back some sugar or some rice. I said nothing. I took my little girl in 
my arms and thought to myself I will go to Spain for you my darling. 
I will return soon. In about a year we will have a lot of money. I will 
save a lot. I will not spend anything. I will keep everything for you. 
The following day Jorge was back. He was holding a contract. 

- Don’t listen to your mother, he says to me. Old fashioned ideas. 

I will arrange the passport, the ticket, everything. Here is the hotel 
contract. If you don’t want it a lot of other girls are begging for it. I 
chose you because we come from the same village; I know you and 
you are a good worker. And you are also a pretty girl. He gave me a 
look that I did not like at all. I looked at the contract. 

- And what is in it for you? I asked. 

- First of all the satisfaction I get from helping my compatriots. And 
then the hotel gives me something for finding personnel for them. 

- And there are no cleaning ladies in Spain? I asked. 

- Of course there are, says Jorge. But in a luxury hotel, pretty girls 
like you are appreciated. 

-1 don’t know, I said. I will have to think about it. 
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- Listen, said Jorge dryly. Tomorrow I will come to take four photo¬ 
graphs in order to arrange your passport. These people are in a hurry. 
The tourist season will start soon. 

To leave... Spain! I have always dreamed of that; to have a good job. 

To be able to buy food, medicine, for my little girl who was sick so 
often... I made up my mind. I was going to leave. 

- But why am I going to Cyprus? I asked. I want to go to Spain 
where people speak Spanish like us. 

- It’s easier to get a visa for Cyprus. After a week you will be going 
to Spain. 

And so I arrived in Cyprus. The dream became a nightmare... I was 
locked up in a cabaret. I was told that in order to pay my debts, what 
I owed for the ticket, the visas and I don’t know what else, I had to 
work and then I would go to Spain. To work yes, that is what I wanted 
too. But I am not a whore. I refused. For how many days? I was 
beaten up. Then two friends of the cabaret owner raped me. Despair 
was killing me more than the daily beatings. Our executioner was 
bragging that the police were his friends and that if we dared escape 
they would find us and send us back to our country. How could I 
return to my country poorer than when I left and with a debt of 5,000 
dollars? Death appeared to me every day as the only solution, the 
only window out, as something less unbearable. 

One day Leila, a girl from Morocco, disappeared. Confusion, telephone 
calls, shouting, police. Nobody knew anything. One of the 
girls told us quietly: 

-1 think that a customer, the one that spoke her language, helped her. 

- And what will happen now? We asked. 

- Who knows... 

So someone could escape from this prison? Hope grew again inside 
me. I became good. I accepted to go out with customers. Someone 
might be found out there to help me. I started to learn a few words of 
English. I avoided the Cypriots as much as I could. Thank goodness 
there were a lot of tourists. One night they sold me to a young man. 

He seemed kind, I even thought of asking for his help. He took me to 
a small apartment. More and more young men kept coming. 
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I started to tremble. What was going to happen? If I eounted correctly, 
eight of them arrived. You can imagine what happened. I was 
bleeding so heavily that they had to call a taxi to take me to the hospital. 
They had to operate. I had no medical card. Who would pay? 

“Where do you work” they were asking me, and I terrified kept saying 
“please no”. A policewoman arrived. She spoke a little Spanish. She 
told me not to be scared and to tell her the truth. Be scared? What 
more could I possibly be scared of? 

-1 do not want to return to Demetris place, I said. 

- All right, she promised. 

When I recovered I testified to the police. I told them everything how¬ 
ever terrible. The only thing I did not recount was what those eight 
brutes had done to me. I couldn’t bring myself to do that. 

I must have fallen asleep. A confusion of incoherent images. My 
mother crying, begging me not to leave. My daughter, two years old, 
playing in some rubbish. Brutish faces laughing. The group rape. An 
unbearable pain woke me up. 

The same policeman who had accompanied me this morning was 
standing before me. 

- Let’s go, he said. 

- Are there a lot of people? I asked timidly. 

- You will not testify today, he said. I will take you home and I will 
bring you back another day. 

- But why? I asked surprised. 

- There were other witnesses before you; their testimony is not finished 
yet. 

A few days later a woman telephoned me. 

- Listen, she said. If you do not testify we will repay your debt, 

we will give you another 2,000 dollars and you can go home. Think 
about it. Don’t be stupid. I will call you tomorrow. 

I did not know what to think. The voice was unknown to me. I tried 
to call the police. Nobody answered. It was Saturday. The following 
day the telephone rung again. It was the same voice. 
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- Well, she asked dryly. 

- Who are you? I asked. 

- If you aecept, she said, I will take you to a lawyer’s offiee, he 
will give us the 5,000 dollars, we will go to the bank, we will send 
the money to your mother and we shall give you 2,000 dollars in your 
hands and an airplane ticket. What else do you want? Don’t be an 
idiot. 

A sudden explosion of anger overwhelmed me and I screamed down 
the telephone. 

-1 want to see all of you, all those brutes in prison! 

- You believe in Father Christmas.. .the woman laughed loudly. 

- Today I hope that you will testify, said the policeman, smiling. 

Fifteen days later I found myself once again in the small room at 
the Court house. I sat down. I was very calm. The door opened. 

They brought in Leila. We looked at each other speechless. I got up 
and hugged her. I had an ally! She told me how a Frenchman from 
Algiers who spoke a little Arabic had helped her to escape. I told her 
that the police had helped me. Leila never learned about the group 
rape. I did not tell her everything. For her difficult to listen to and for 
me impossible to recount. Leila was crying. 

- We will put them behind bars. I swear to Allah! 

I had imagined the courtroom as a very impressive hall. It was a 
simple room foil of benches. I faced my ex-torturers and felt neither 
hatred nor fear. Someone read my deposition. I remained indifferent. 
It was somebody else’s story. How strange... I was not present. Sud¬ 
denly a woman’s voice woke me. Was it the voice of the woman who 
had telephoned me? I looked at the cabaret owner’s lawyers; one 
woman and two men. One of the men started to interrogate me. He 
was a tall gentleman, impressive. I had seen him once in the cabaret. 
But was it really him? Could I be wrong? He asked me the same 
question over and over again. I began to feel annoyed. Maybe that 
was what he was aiming. At some stage he told me that I was lying. 
He said that nobody was forcing me to go with customers. 
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That I did it because I liked it. That I went with customers to make 
money. That I had never been a victim of a multiple rape. He looked 
at me wildly and shouted. 

- You are lying! You are a whore! You have been promised money 
to say what you are saying. 

From my entrails that will now never bear a child, came a primitive 
scream. I was not the one who howled. It was my great grandmother, 
the voodoo priestess. 

- May you be cursed! You and all those who defend scum like them. 
They sold us to make money. They sold our bodies. You are selling 
your soul for money. Shame on you. Damn you and all those like 
you. 

I was told afterwards that I fainted. The judge interrupted the court 
hearing. 

- Will we put them in prison? I asked. 

- Who knows? Said the public prosecutor, we hope. 

- Do you believe me? I asked timidly. 

- Everyone believes you. They all know that you are telling the 
truth. But they would sell their soul to the devil for money. 

Months later I learned that Demetris had been condemned to five years 
in prison. I expected that I would be pleased. I was not pleased at all.

My last appointment of the day was late. For a moment I had hoped 
that Mrs. M. had changed her mind and would not come. I was tired. 
All these problems that people just poured before me in the hope that a 
miracle solution could be found... 

The entrance door to my office opened. Mrs. M. had not changed her 
mind. She was accompanied by her daughter, a pale, skinny teenager 
with a blank look on her face. They sat across from my desk and did 
not say anything. 

- What has happened to you? I asked softly. 

-1 would have liked her to tell you herself, began the mother. To 
explain to you what happened to her. Since I picked her up from the 
police in Madrid, fifteen days ago, she has not uttered a word. She 
refuses to eat. The only thing that I manage is to make her swallow a 
little milk. I cannot take it any longer. I am desperate. I was told that 
you... 

She began to cry. She took her daughter’s hand and kissed it many 
times. 

- Speak please, she said, for God’s sake, tell the lady. 

- Leave her, I said quietly. Tell me what happened yourself 

- One evening, she began, my daughter did not return home. I looked 
for her at the homes of all her friends. Nothing. The next day, out 

of my mind with worry, I went to the police. By the end of the week 
her photo had appeared in every newspaper even on television. Three 
months later I received a telephone call from the police in Madrid. 
Someone said to me in Czech “come and pick up your daughter”. I 
was speechless. “Can you hear me? We have found your daughter. 

We do not want to send her back alone. She is barely sixteen years 
old. You have to come and pick her up from the police. Come as soon 
as you can.” He gave a telephone number and hung up. 

I took leave from my work. I borrowed some money and took the first 
fiight Prague - Madrid. I was like a robot. I could feel nothing. 
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All this was happening to someone else. I was just looking on, as a 
spectator. 

When I met my daughter I did not recognise her. She was a skeleton, 
a ghost. 

- How can I help you? I said timidly. 

- Can’t you see how sick she is? Make her well. Make her speak, 
laugh like before. 

- You never told me how she found herself in Madrid, I said softly. 

-1 don’t quite know myself, said the mother. The only thing the 
police told me is that Lina had been a victim of trafficking. Lina does 
not want to say anything. Since our return she has not spoken. She 
has not uttered a word. 

- Does she eat? I asked. 

- No she does not eat. She only drinks milk and that only if I force 
her. 

I picked up the telephone. I dialled Stephan’s number, a psychiatrist 
friend of mine who specialises in treating victims of torture. 

- Stephan is that you? I am sending you a young girl who was a 
victim of trafficking. Have you got any room in your clinic? 

The mother interrupted. 

-1 am very poor! I cannot pay a clinic! 

- Don’t worry I reassured her. You will not have to pay anything. 

Stephan telephoned two or three times to say that the young girl was 
calm, apathetic and obedient but that she did not say a word. 

- Do you think that she will recover? I asked as neutrally as I could. 

- How can I know? Said Stephan. It depends what these brutes 
have done to her. One needs to be very patient and tactful. 

Two months later Stephan called me on the telephone. 

- Do you want to know about Lina? 

- Do you need to ask? 

- Lina seemed better. Last Sunday we let her join the group that was 
going for a walk in the woods. At some moment we came across a 
gentleman and his two German shepherds. 
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As soon as Lina saw the dogs, she panicked. She started screaming 
“no, no! Please no” and she fainted. The poor gentleman started ex¬ 
plaining how tame his dogs were and that they would not harm anyone. 
We managed with difficulty to reassure him and calm Lina. The 
following day I decided to telephone the police in Madrid. After a lot 
of difficulties I managed to speak to the policeman in charge of Lina’s 
case. I recounted the episode with the German shepherds and I told 
him that if I knew what had happened to Lina this might help me to 
cure her. The policeman told me that they kept the girls locked up in a 
villa that was actually guarded by many German shepherds. Customers 
of every kind, age and social class visited the villa. The person 
who had informed the police was a priest. One of his parishioners, 
obviously a customer of the villa, went to confession and asked him to 
inform the police. I pleaded with the policeman to give me the priest’s 
telephone number. He hesitated and refused. He offered to give my 
telephone number to the priest. Sure enough the priest called me. I 
recounted the episode with the dogs. After a silent that lasted I don’t 
know how long, the priest said: 

- The damned monsters made the dogs rape the girls if they resisted. 
This is what angered my parishioner and prompted him to report them. 
-Father, I said. These things happened in Pinochet’s detention camps 
in Chile. 

- Yes, said the priest. It happened in Chile then and in other countries 
now. He put the phone down abruptly. 

I was speechless. After a while I was able to ask. 

-And Lina? 

-Lina... Lina... I hope that some drug may be discovered soon that can 
erase memory. 

No such drug capable of erasing memories that prevent us from living 
has been found. 

Three years later, Lina is still in Stephan’s clinic.

I glanced at my 
watch before picking it up. It was three in the morning! Who the hell 
was calling, I wondered. I picked up the receiver in a bad mood. 

- Forgive me for waking you up, said an unknown man’s voice. I 
am bringing you a young girl, from Moldova, I think. She is in a bad 
state. I found her lying on the pavement. I am outside your house. 
Would you please open the door? 

- Who are you? I had the time to ask. 

- You don’t know me but I know your organisation. 

He put the phone down. In a few minutes the doorbell rung. Still half 
asleep, I rushed to open the door. Before me stood a young girl. She 
was blonde and looked about sixteen. 

- Come in, I said. Would you like some tea? 

She made a sign saying “no” with her head. I showed her the sofa. 

- Sleep, if you can. We will talk tomorrow. 

The little one slept all morning. Around lunch time the telephone 
rung. It was the same man who had woken me up at three in the 
morning. 

-lam sorry again, he said, but I did not know what to do. I thought 
of taking her to the police, but I do not trust them at all. How does 
one know what sort of person will be on duty. I do not want to tell 
you who I am because it might be known.. .1 am afraid of the under¬ 
world. 

-1 understand, I said, although they are not as dangerous as they like 
to claim. They are bragging cowards. Where did you find the little 
one? 

-1 was returning home and I found her lying on the pavement. I 
picked her up. I thought she looked drunk so I brought her to you. 

- You did well. Well-done. You may call whenever you want to 
learn her news. And if you find any more girls.. .bring them too!. 

The little one woke up around noon. I showed her the bathroom. I 
gave her a towel. I made her some coffee. I did not ask her anything. 
She spoke first. 
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- Will you take me to the police? 

- No, I replied. You speak good English. Where did you learn it? 

- At school she said. I was a good student. 

- Did you finish school? I asked pretending not be interested. 

-1 still have two years to go. My mother could not pay the fees. We 
thought it might be a good idea to work for the summer. 

After a short silence she continued. 

- In my mum’s day schools and even universities were free. My 
mother is a doctor. I wanted to study to be a doctor also... 

She started to cry. I let her cry, and then I telephoned the police. 

- Anti-trafficking olfice of the police. 

- Nicolas is that you? Last night a seventeen year-old beauty arrived 
at my house. 

I gave him a short account of what had happened. 

- For the time being she does not want to hear about the police. I 
hope to bring her to you in a few hours. 

The young girl’s story resembled, essentially, to a thousand other 
stories. An ad in the newspaper, a very kind, sympathetic lady suggest¬ 
ing to arrange the passport, work permit and airplane ticket... 

The passport would show that she was eighteen. “We have ways to 
arrange that”. The expenses would be paid with her salary from this 
fantastic hotel at the seaside where she would work as a bar-maid. 

The dream became a nightmare. She found herself locked up in a 
room with a connecting door to a cabaret. 

She drank a glass of milk with difficulty. She looked around her suspi¬ 
ciously. 

- What is it here? Are you a policewoman? 

- No, I said. I am not a policewoman. I belong to an organisation 
that helps young women who escape from cabarets and other such 
establishments where they are exploited sexually. 

She blushed and started to cry. 

- Listen, I said to her rather dryly. 
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Tell me how you found yourself lying on the ground and what you 
want us to do. 

-1 want to go home, she said. 

- O.k., I said. This can be easily arranged. But you have to tell me 
where you worked so that the police can pick up your things and your 
passport. 

- No, not the police she cried terrified. They are friends of the cabaret 
owner. They will throw me in jail. 

- This is what they tell you in the cabaret. It is not true. 

-1 only stayed a week in that god damned place. But the other girls, 
who were there longer, told me that sometimes policemen visit the 
place. They speak in a friendly manner to the cabaret employees and 
do not address a single word to the girls. 

- Listen, I told her, all policemen are not the same. I know policemen 
who are very good. You have to tell me the cabaret’s name so 

they can go and pick up your passport; otherwise how can you travel? 

- “Night Happiness” she whispered... 

I decided not to ask any more questions. In a little while she started to 
talk. 

- They called a taxi. They put me in and they gave the driver the ad¬ 
dress. It was “home delivery” as the girls called it. When the customer 
is someone from the Government or of the high society, they send 

us to their house by taxi. And then it depends on your luck. I was told 
that a few months ago a girl ended up in a clinic. The taxi stopped at a 
red light. Without thinking much I opened the door and jumped out as 
the taxi was taking off. Then.. .a gentleman picked me up and brought 
me to your house. 

The telephone rung. It was the police. 

- A girl left “Night Happiness”.. .laughed the policeman. Would she 
be at your place? 

- Yes I said but she hears the word police and trembles. The cabaret 
owners do not advertise you very favourably. If you bring her her 
personal belongings and her passport she might change her mind. 
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A short time later a policewoman brought the passport and a small 
suitcase. She told her the usual. Whether she wanted to stay and be 
a police witness or whether she wanted to return to her country. We 
tried to explain to her what it meant to be a prosecution witness and 
that with her help we could prevent other girls from suffering what she 
went through. 

-1 want to go home, she said. 

The little one left. Our organisation paid her fees for two years so that 
she could finish secondary school. We received a thank you letter and 
a copy of her graduation diploma. 

Maybe we can find a scholarship for her to study medicine. 
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HOW DARE YOU DON’T BELIEVE ME? 


She stood before me without speaking. She was tall, slim, with hollow 
eyes that shone with fever. 

- Sit down, I said, may I offer you something to drink? 

- Vodka, she said 

- Have you started drinking again? 

- Yes, as of today. I have just heard of the eourt decision. 

She sat down and started to cry silently. I brought her a small glass of 
vodka. She gulped it down in one go and burst out: 

- How dare he not believe me? The horrible old man! We had 
clients who were judges, lawyers, doctors and policemen... The ones 
who did not dare to come to the cabaret to chose ordered by phone. 

We were the dirty whores and they were gentlemen.. .How dare he not 
believe me when he knows what goes on? They all know. They sell 
us for 130 euros. They give us 30 and they keep 100. 

She stopped. She gave me the empty glass. I served her a little more 
drink and said. 

-1 am not giving you any more. 

- All right she said. If I tell you the whole truth will you believe me? 

- Yes, I said. 

- And you promise that you will write it in your newspaper? 

-1 will write it somewhere, I said. Everything that you tell me, exactly 
the way you say it to me. 

- My husband fell from the scaffolding at his work place and died a 
few days later in the hospital. It was terrible. He left me with two little 
boys of 6 and 8 years old. My mother and father came and stayed 
with us for a few days. I felt alone and desperate. The neighbours, 
poor people like us, were fishermen most of them. They brought us a 
little rice or some fish. I remember that when I thought of tomorrow I 
really panicked. All I saw in front of me was a black wall. A few days 
later my mother said to me: “A neighbour wants to speak to you”. I 
didn’t want to see anyone. The next day the neighbour came to see 
me. She said that she knew some people who were looking for cleaning 
ladies to work in hotels in European countries. 
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The contract would be for three months with the possibility of renewal. 
It would be an easy job with a good salary. My parents pushed 
me to accept. “It will do you good” they said. “We will look after the 
children. You will send us money, we will send them to school and 
everything will be o.k. In a year or two you will come back.” I did 
not think too hard. If I stayed, what would I do? How would we live? 
What job could I possibly find? 

- The passport, the ticket, the contract to work as a cleaning lady at a 
five star hotel, materialised as if by magic. I asked what I owed for all 
this and was told: “Oh don’t worry! We will settle all this when you 
start work”. I travelled with four other girls. They all had the same 
contract. They were all told the same story. Amongst them was an 
eighteen year old girl, cheerful and full of dreams. “I am going to find 
an Italian, I will marry him and I will live in Italy”. “And why will 
you stay in Italy?” “Because Italians sing so beautifully”. 

- The trip came to an end and the nightmare begun. All four of us 
found ourselves locked up in a cabaret and already on our first night 
there, we were told that we had to go with customers because we 
owed a lot of money. We refused, we screamed, we cried, we cursed. 
They threatened that they would harm our families and said that the 
police were their friends and associates. We were terrified but we 
did not agree to go with any customer. And then something terrible 
happened. Four men burst into the room, we saw afterwards that they 
were employees of the cabaret owner, they beat us up and they raped 
us. When we came to, we tried to figure out what we could do. We 
decided to submit to our destiny and try to escape as soon as we had 
the opportunity. 

- A lot of girls worked in the cabaret from different countries. We 
couldn’t communicate with them for they spoke different languages. 
We all had to smile and say “I am fine, thank you”. When I sent the 
first money home I thought of to committing suicide. But it was not 
at all easy. It was easier to drink vodka and get drunk. One night they 
put me in a taxi to be driven to some customer’s house. We stopped 
at a red light and I saw a police station. Without thinking I opened the 
door, jumped out and run to the police station. 
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I asked for help, I eried, I screamed. A policeman asked me the name 
of the cabaret in which I worked but I was not so stupid as to tell him. 
I kept shouting “hospital” “help”! A woman policeman telephoned 
somewhere. I did not quite understand what happened. They took 
me somewhere to sleep. The next day with the help of a translator 
I told the whole story to a lady. When I had finished she asked me 
whether I wanted to testify against the cabaret owner and his employ¬ 
ees. I accepted gladly. In a few days I found myself, with all 
the girls that worked in the same cabaret as me, in a beautiful house. 
They explained to us that this was the government shelter for victims 
of trafficking. Most of the girls just wanted to go back to their home 
countries. The little eighteen-year old and me wanted to testify. We 
wanted to put these villains behind bars. 

She stopped talking, exhausted. 

- Do you believe me? She asked with anguish. 

- Yes, I said. You told me all this before. I do believe you. 

- Then why did the judge not believe me? I would like to spit on 
him. He is worse than the cabaret owners. I want to ask him whether 
he realises how terribly cruel it is for someone who was raped, forced 
into prostitution, humiliated, to be told that he is a liar. Why did the 
filthy old man do that? 

-1 think that he may have been threatened, I said. They do that often. 
They offer money or they threaten or both. 

- There is no justice then? 

- Sometimes yes and sometimes no. It depends. 

- Do you mean to say that the underworld governs here as well as in 
my country? 

- Yes, I said. The underworld... It is late I said. Stay and sleep here 
tonight. 

She refused. 

- Goodnight, she said. 

She hurried to the front door. She stopped and came back. 

-1 want you to send a letter to this judge who acquitted those brutes 
and did not believe me. 

- Sit down, I said calmly. Sleep here tonight and tomorrow you can 
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dictate the letter to me yourself.

I am sure that you do not 
want to admit that forced prostitution is torture for the poor girls and a 
erime committed by the traffiekers and their accomplices, the custom¬ 
ers. I am sure that you confuse prostitution and traffieking. But do 
you thi nk that such ignorance is admissible for a judge? 

I hope that you are not superstitious and that a half burned ghost does 
not scare you.

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NATALY’S STORY 


My name is Natalie and I am 25 years old. I was bom in Moldova. 

My background 

After the collapse of the Soviet Union, the social and economic situ¬ 
ation in Moldova became unbearable. The majority of citizens lived 
below poverty line; the prospects for the young people to have a better 
future were non-existent. It was a dream to have a job. To have a normal 
life became an obsession. 

I had just finished the secondary school and I wanted to study. My par¬ 
ents had no financial means to help me continue my education. I had to 
take matters into my own hands. 

I had a neighbour, a woman a few years older than me. I knew that she 
worked in Cypms for 6 months, then she would come back to Moldova 
for the rest of the year, and then she would go back to Cypms. I liked 
her life style - she looked happy and independent, she had her own 
apartment and she managed to do it up. She offered to help me find a 
job in Cypms. She told me that the work involved dancing in a night 
club and entertaining clients, and that I would get commission for every 
drink they had in my company. I told her that my dream was to study. 
She said that it was up to me, that I could work and study at the same 
time. It sounded good and I decided to try. 

My parents were not happy about my decision. They believed I was too 
young to go abroad. For me, it was a matter of life or death, success or 
failure. Staying in Moldova was like death - there was nothing there but 
poverty. I thought I had nothing to lose. After all, if Cypms didn’t work 
out, I could always come back home. Despite my parents’ protests, I 
went ahead with the arrangements to leave. 
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My neighbour arranged the passport and the visa, and a few months 
later I arrived in Lamaca. 

I knew that I was going to be pieked up at the airport. I wondered what 
this person would be like and where he would take me. I was anxious 
and started feeling lost as I had no money and nowhere to stay, and I 
knew nobody in this new country. 

Among the people in the airport I noticed a man. He was very fat and 
nasty-looking, as if he was dirty, and I started wishing he was not my 
contact. But my fears came true... I panicked. For a moment I thought 
of running away but where? I didn’t have a choice, and I followed him 
to the car. I trembled with fear all the way to Nicosia and started feel¬ 
ing as if I was in the middle of one of those stories I had heard so many 
times in Moldova... 

I was put in the apartment with other 8 girls. They were from different 
countries: Moldova, Ukraine, Uzbekistan, Morocco, Tunisia, and Rus¬ 
sia. I soon learned that my job involved having sex with clients and I 
couldn’t say no. And that I had to follow other ‘rules’ otherwise I would 
‘get in trouble’. 

In the Cabaret 

Life in the cabaret was a nightmare, it was hell from which there was no 
escape. 

The owner of the cabaret, the boss, was around sixty five years old. He 
spent his time in the office, in front of the monitors showing what was 
going on in the cabaret. If there were problems, he intervened. He tried 
to play a father-figure to us. He made promises that if we were “good 
girls”, he would help us get married, get us into the university if we 
wanted or would find another job for us. He often shouted at us. He 
would set us up against one another: he would make one girl his girl¬ 
friend, and then another to create jealousy or mistrust amongst us. 
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Our working day began in the evening. If the boss didn’t arrange elients 
from 6pm, we would start at the cabaret at 8pm. We would walk there 
or sometimes we would be taken by car by the guard. 

We had our working clothes in the cabaret and we would change there. 

It was just underwear with a transparent dress - we were almost naked. 
At 9 o’clock we would be down in the club, sitting and drinking a glass 
of cocktail. We were allowed one glass of alcohol only. But the girls 
would buy bottles of spirits and would drink in secret. Some drank a 
lot to be able to handle psychologically the job they had to do. If they 
were caught, they were shouted at and in some cases their salaries were 
reduced. We earned £300 per month plus £30 per each client. 

The shows began at midnight. This is when we had to dance topless, 
one by one. This was the time when the customers started coming in 
and the guard would push us, one by one, to sit next to the client until 
he would choose one of us. The client paid the guard certain amount 
of money and the girl was ordered to go and change her clothes so that 
she could leave with the client. She was to be back within 2 hours to, 
again, dance, sit next to the next client, be chosen, go, and so on... We 
were lucky if there were no clients but if there were, we couldn’t say no, 
regardless whether we were tired or menstruating. If the client com¬ 
plained or was unhappy with the girl, she would not receive her money 
and the boss would shout at her. At 5 am the cabaret closed and we could 
go home to sleep, unless at that time a client decided to take the girl. 

She had to go with him, even though our working hours were over. 

Sometimes the clients would book a girl in the morning or at lunch 
time. The guard would let us know 30 minutes before we had to go, 
sometimes even less. We would have one or two clients during the day. 
In the evening we had to be ready again for the work in the cabaret. We 
had no time to rest, hardly ever got good sleep, had no regular meals. 

We had to be ready at every call. We were treated like machines... 
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Who to trust 


We were guarded 24 hours. If we wanted to leave the apartment to go 
shopping or just to go out, we had to ask the permission of the boss 
and report it to the security guard. We were given one hour at a time. If 
we were late, we were shouted at. Our house was like a prison. In the 
entrance of our building there was a camera recording who entered and 
when. The boss could check our every move. We tried to comply with 
the rules as we didn’t know what punishment to expect. 

Many people asked me why we didn’t try to escape from the cabaret. 
Yes, we could have run, but we didn’t know where to. Who could we 
trust? 

The boss told us that even if we looked upset, we would be put on the 
stop list and go to prison. We were made to believe that the boss had 
good relations with the police and if we tried to seek help from the au¬ 
thorities, he would know and we would be in trouble. We believed that 
because when the police would come to the cabaret, they would usually 
go straight to the boss’ office. Usually they would not talk to us at all. I 
remember once the police came to cabaret and they asked each girl to 
present their documents. They asked us, in front of the boss, whether 
we were satisfied with our jobs. Satisfied with our (obviously) positive 
answers, they left. We were afraid of the police. We believed that the 
authorities would act in boss’ interest, not ours. 

We didn’t have any reason to trust our clients either. Most of them were 
either regular customers or the boss’ friends. Some of them pretended 
that they sympathised with us, but at the end they didn’t care. They 
treated us as commodities that they paid for and could do with us what¬ 
ever they wanted. Some were dangerous, especially the ones between 
30 and 40 years old. They used drugs and tried to put them in our drinks 
as we were in the shower. 
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I remember one day I broke down in front of a client I already knew. I 
started crying, asking for help, pleading that I could not continue with 
the cabaret work. He waited until I stopped crying and then pushed me 
onto the bed... 

Rescued 

My life changed in February 2007. The police mounted a raid on the 
nightclub and found that there was more going on there than just danc¬ 
ing. I cooperated with the police, despite the boss’ threats and attempts 
to bribe me against testifying against him in court. Other girls couldn’t 
take the pressure and reached an agreement with the boss. Possibly they 
are still working in the cabarets. There are hundreds who are slaves of 
night clubs, but only a few that manage to escape or are rescued... 

In court 

I have learned that one must be very strong to present evidence in court. 
To stand in front of everybody, including your ex-boss and his people, 
and discuss intimate details of your ‘job’ in the cabaret, is not an easy 
task. Most girls cannot face it. 

I agreed to testify but I was very anxious. I was afraid whether they 
were going to believe me. I was weak psychologically and I was afraid 
to see my ex-boss and his ‘entourage’ again. But I wanted the world to 
know. I wanted these men to be punished. I was not afraid to speak - 
after all I would be telling the truth - but I was worried whether I would 
have enough strength to put my experience into words. 

I was waiting for the trial more than a year. Sometimes I thought that it 
would never happen. Every day I woke up hoping this would be the day, 
or at least I would be given a specific date. 

Finally, the day came and I went to court. It was like going through hell. 
The crime would be exposed and I would win, or I would lose and the 
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criminals would go unpunished. The outcome hanging on the strings of 
my testimony ... 

They seated me in such a way that I would face my ex-boss and his 
friends. On the right side were the lawyers, on the left was the judge. 
The trial started and I was called to give evidence. I was not on trial 
- my ex-boss was. I was a witness in the court case filed by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Nevertheless, the lawyers, whose job was to prove my ex-boss’s inno¬ 
cence, used various tricks in order to confuse me or even make me feel 
that I was the guilty party. They tried to convince me and the court that 
I went to prostitution of my own will. They were asking me to look at 
the ex-boss while answering some of their questions. They called me 
derogatory names. They ealled me a demon, they told me that I didn’t 
believe in God and that all my evidence was not true. While they were 
throwing abuse at me, I was to hold my head up so they could see my 
face. This was to increase my agony. At one stage I felt that their plan 
was to break me psyehologieally. It was a battle. 

And at the end I lost. I believe my evidence was turned against me - 
the lawyer rephrased my words in such a way that at the end I was the 
guilty one. My ex-boss walked out, free of any charges... 
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EUROPE’S SHAMEFUL REALITY

270 thousand women are sex slaves in the Old Continent of the 21st 
eentury. 

“The financial crisis calls for some fun!” 

These are the disgraceful terms with which a section of the European 
press hailed the inauguration, two months ago, of the biggest brothel 
on the Old Continent. The brothel, in the town of Gerona in Catalonia 
employs 180 prostitutes. The proprietor of Club Paradise, Jose Moreno, 
has been sentenced for his participation in an illegal network involved 
in the trafficking of women from Brazil. Is this a coincidence? 

39% of Spanish men have used the services of a prostitute at least 
once in their lifetime and these are only the men who openly admitted 
this. This is what Europe of the 21st century should be ashamed of. 

At least 270,000 women are unsuspecting victims of trafficking, have 
been lied to, given false promises of a better life and finally found 
themselves forced to “work” as sex slaves against their will. 

“As regards trafficking of women, there are three categories of coun¬ 
tries: 

countries of origin, countries of destination and countries of 
transit. There is no country in the world that is not involved. Every 
single one belongs to one of the three categories” Simon Butcher, 
member of the British NGO “Stop The Traffic” made the above state¬ 
ment 

in the Greek newspaper “Vima” (Tribune). He goes on to explain 
that even Iceland, isolated at the northern border of Europe is no 
exception to the rule. If a gang of slave traders wants to bring women 
from Nigeria to London, it may well choose to transit via Iceland in 
order to cover its tracks. 
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According to the United Nations, victims from 127 countries are being 
trafficked and exploited in 137 countries. The bait is well-known: a 
promise of a job, or even marriage, in a foreign country, and the final 
destination, even more well-known, a brothel. It is estimated that 
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270,000 women, victims of tratficking networks, are forced into prosti¬ 
tution 

in the EU each year. The majority of them come from: Moldova, 
Albania, Rumania, Bulgaria, Russia, Byelorussia and Ukraine. 

In fact, two thirds of the women trafficked and forced into prostitution 
world wide originate from Eastern Europe. The case of Moldova is 
an interesting example. Two out of three women are unemployed and 
200,000 - 400,000 women have been trafficked and sold to brothels 
in a foreign country. This constitutes 10% of the female population of 
that country. 

The problem of trafficking of human beings first appeared in 
Byelorussia in the nineties This trade may barely count two decades 
of life but it has been established as the third most profitable market 
(after the smuggling of drugs and weapons). Interpol has multiplied 
the number of victims in this modem slave-trade by the sum of 75,000 
- 250,000 dollars which each woman earns for her exploiter (depending 
on the country in which she is being prostituted) and the estimated 
amount earned annually is 7 billion dollars!
